
OPUS 40 of S. Robert Powell is primarily an account of the life of S. Robert 
Powell in the period 04-20-1983--04-20-1984. This account is presented in Part II 
of the present work. An account of the life of S. Robert Powell (1) in the one and 
one-half year period--10-13-1981--04-19-1983--before his return to Carbondale, and 
(2) in the period between the anniversary of his return to Carbondale--04- 20-19 83-- 
and the microfilm publication of this work--05-08-1984--is presented herein in 
Parts I and III, respectively.
